This i* in response to yjmr latter of IS Yarch 1363 
requesting the comments of tbe Central Intelligence Agency on 
U. J. Res. el, ''To establish a Joint Committee on Foreign 
Information and Intelligence. 

f he maimer in which the Congress organises itself to 
assure that it is appropriately informed of the activities of the 
Central Intelligence Agency and the other foreign intelligence 
activities of the Government is a matter for the Congress to 
determine, Existing arrangements involve Subcommittees of the 
House sujo Renats Appropriation# and Armed Services Committees 
for CIA matters, and It is my viewpoint that through these partic- 
ular Subcommittees, the members of the Congress who are on 
these Com. nitteea are informed of G1A activities. During our 
tenure of office. Vr, McCone and I have reported to these 
established Subcommittees periodically, affording them, com- 
prehensive information on CIA activities anu. in addition, 
responding fully to their questions. Hence, I believe the 
Congress has established the means to keep informed and tv 
exercise its responsibility with respect to the CIA which 
appears to be the purpose of the proposed Joint Committee 
oa Foreign Information and intelligence. 

While I feel for the reasons outlined above there is no need 
for an additional Committee to oversee the affairs of CIA, it is 
to be noted that the proposed Joint 51 evolution proposes a Committee 
on both Foreign Information and Foreign Intelligence. These two 
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activities tr« quite separate and are not inter- related with respect 
to either their activities, their budgets, or their operational control 
within the E xecutive Branch of the Government. At the -resent time 
they are handled by different Committees of the Congress. Foreign 
informational activities are overt and, aa you know, the greater 
part of the intelligence activities are covert. Hence there ia a question 
as to whether these two unrelated activities should be brought together 
under the jurisdiction of one Joint Com' nit tee, providing the decision 
is readied to establish such a Committee. 

The Bureau of the Budget has no objection to the submission 
of this report from the standpoint of the Administration's program.
